Which Thunder and Lightning, when the Sky is 
fair, the Romans look’d upon ( Kuan s in his Note 
upon the abovefaid Poer, and Mr. Ogylby in his 
Annotations on the fame Place, tells us) to be ef 
an ill Omen, and Prodigious : Bat as for the Co- 
met which then appear d for feven Days about ere 
ven at Night, their Ignorance believ’d to be th 
Soul of Fulivs Czefar tranflated to Heaven, accot 
ding to the Relation of Sx etonts1s, Si quiaern bhi LS 
quas primo confecratos es hares Auguftus edegat, fella 
jicinita per feptem dies continites fuji, CXOY LCS Crea Wim 
decimam horam: Creditumque ef, animam ele \a'arzs 
wn celum recepti. Cap. 88- Comets do certain! y pre- 
fage War, Famine and Peftil ence, Change of Go- 
vernments, and the untimely Deaths of Princes. 
Tho they had a wrong Notion of the Comet 
which appear’d after the Death of their frit Em- 
peror, yet, we learn from Tacitus, that they found 
a contrary Effe& of that which appear din Nera’s 
Reign, which was a Reign of Cruelty; Sidus co- 
MELES, “fanguine illufirt femper Neroni exiratum, lays 
the aforelaid Hiitorian in the sth Bock of his 
Annals. When God is aboutto punilh a Nation 
for their manifold Sins, he is wont to fignily his 
Difpleafure firit by Prodigies; for he will not al- 
ways {peak to Men with an human Tongue by 
Pease and Apotiles, but fometimes by the Ele- 
ments changd into civers Forms and shapes, as 
you may fee by the following Account of Comets,

In 594, a Comet appear d, _— 
which broke out the War of the Lombards in La 
and great Swarms of Locutfis did much Dameee 
there, In 602, a Comet was feen, shortly after 
which enfu'd ereat Caiamities causd by ALasbomer; 
and Bouiface UL. declard Rome to be the univerfal 
Head of all Churches, In 74¢, a Comet appeard 
in Syria, after which followd a Plague. In 912, 
a Comer preceded a great Inundation in Saxony. 
fn 1066, 2 Comet appear’d thro the whole World, 
afcer which William Duke of Normandy {ubdu’d En- 
glana; and Pope Gregory VIL excommunicating 
Henry LV. elected Rodolph to the Empire. In 1145, 
a Comet was feen, after which a War broke out a- 
eaintt the Saxons, Vandals and Polanders. In 1223, 
a Comet was feen, after which the Emperor Fi- 
aerzck 4, and the Pope not agrecing, thereupon 
broke out the Faction between the Guelphs and G:- 
bellies: In 1340, 1363, Comets appear’d, after 
which the Egljh in a Battle flew 10000 French- 
sem, and a Reformation began in England by jobs 
i iehliff. In 1444, a Comet preceded a great Se- 
dition in England. In 3516, 1529, 1558, [¢72, 
Comets appear’d, after which began the Reforma- 
on in Germany by Luther; the Swe: ating Sickneils 
deltroy’d many Thoufands in England ; ‘the Dutch 
se from the Spanifh Monarchy ; and the Peri- 
ew Mafiacre in France was perperuated by the Pa- 
if s on the Proteffants. In 1665, appear d three 
20 mets, which prefaged the moft dreadful Plague 
Loxdon, whercot died £8748 Souls; and the ter-

creafing in Swiftnefs again from the middle of the 
Top of the high Water; ic is fuppos’d, that the 
inequal Spaces of Time, thie Increate and Decreafe 
of Swiftnefs, and confequently the Degrees of the 
Rifings and Fallings of the fame inequal Spaces of 
Time, are perform’d according to the Proportion 
of Signs, The Proportion cannot hold precilely 
and exactly 3 in Kkegard of the Inequalities thac fall 
out in the Periods of the Tides, which are believ’d 
to foliow certain Pofitions of the Moon, in Ke- 
gard of the Equinox, which are known not to keep 
a precife conftant Courfe, fo that there not being 
equal Portions of Time between one new Moon 
and another, the Moon’s return to the fame A4- 
ridian Cannot be always perform’d in the fame 
Time; and the Tides from new Moon being not 
always the fame in Number, or fometimes but 57, 
fometimes 58, fometimes 595 without any certain 
Order or Sueceffion, is another Evidence of the 
Ditficulry of reducing the Theory of them to a 
ereater Ex ee than is already known.

Neither 
can we commend thefe Heath.ns who facrific’d 
their own Lives to propitiate their Gods to their 
Countries, as Codrvs for the Athenians, Mueenctins 
for the Thevans s Anchors for the Sidontans 3 and 
Cutivs and the two Decsi for the Romans ; the firf 
xf whom precipicated himfelfinto a deep Pit made 
by an Earthquake, and the other two voluntarily 
ran into the midft of their Enemies to be killd, 
as you may read at large in the 7th, 8th, and 
toth Books of Livy, Put let humane Sacrifices be 
offer'd upon what reafonable Account you pleafe, 
chey are no way juftifable upon the firft Pare of 
your Quettion, becaufe the Offering of Mankind 
was againit the Law of God, who to abhorrd hu- 
mane Sacrifices, that he admitted not che Obla- 
tion of unclean Bzafts, and confined his Altars but 
unto five Sorts of Animals, which were the Ox, 
the Goat, the Sheep, the Pidgeon and its Kinds:

A:am, The living know that they fhall 
die: But the dead know not any thing, neicher 
have they any more, Eccl, iil. 19. andxi. 5. Again, 
He is not a God of the Dead, but of the Living. 
Luke xx. 38. feem to favour the Mortality of the Soul? 
A. The Nature of the Soul is fo obfcure, that 
the moft difcerning Philofophy could not tell what 
to make of it, fome holding it to be Fire, others 
Water, fome one thing, fome another; and if 
they were fo divided in the Nature of the Soul, 
how much more uncapable were they to judge 
of the Soul’s future State? But Nature, which 
makes nothing in vain, hath implanted in Man a 
Defire of Immortality ; and as nothing is core 
rupted but by its contrary, therefore that which 
hath no contrary (as the Soul) muft be free from 
Corruption. As for the above-mentiond Texts 
cited for proving the Mortality of the Soul, they 
are (thro’ the Weaknefs of Underftanding) mifap- 
ply’d by fome Men, who cannot maintain any 
convincing Argument again{t our Immortality af- 
ter Death, unlefs they will atheiftically fay oe 
7 iny 
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Viiny contrary to all Reafon, That neither Body nop 
Soul hath any more Scnfe after our dying Day, than they 
bad before the Day of our Nativit J3 es you may fee 
miore at large in his natural Hiltory, 2:9. 7. cap. 4. 

QO. Will there be any more Worlas created after the 
D:ffolation of this? 

A. Some who favour this ridiculous Opinion, 
fay, that it gives them a more auguit idea of the 
Wifdom and Power of God, and of his infinice 
Perfections, than to imagine all this infinice Ex- 
tenifion which they behold, fhould be like a bar- 
ren Heath, without any Productions again of an 
infinice Being, and not fill’d with infinite and end- 
lefs Worlds. But this Pluralitry of Worics is con- 
tuted (tho’ but in 2a blind way) by Lucanus Ocelius, 
who is faid to be al!moft contemporary with Mo- 
fes, in his Boek de mundo, cap. 1. Wherein he fays, 
this World never had any Leginning, and never 
will have an End. However, to confute both 
thefe Errors at once, viz. a Pluralicy of Worlds, 
and the World’s Lternity, hear what the. Scrip- 
ture fays; And the Angel which I faw flood upon the 
Sea, and upon the Earth, lif.ed up bis Hand to Heaven, 
and fiware by him that liveth for ever and err, who 
created the Heaven and the Things that there:n are, and 
the Earth and the Things that therem are, and the Sea 
and the Things that are therein, that there fiuuld ve Time 
no longer: But in the Days of the Voice of the feventh 
Angel, when he {hall begin to {cund, ihe Myftery of God 
fhouid be finiihd, as be hath deciared to his Servants the 
Provbets. Rev. x. §, 6, 7. Ergo, if Time mutt at laft 
have an End, and the Myltery of God thall be f- 
nifh'd, chere will certainly be an End of this World, 
without creating ever any more after its Dif- 
{clution.

A. All (as we know of } except P Publius Lentulus, 
who, tho’ no Convert, gave the Senate of Rome a 
publick Account of what he faw, and wasan Eye 
witnels of; which was, that Chrif rats d the Dead; 
and curd all manner of Difeafes. Nay, even Pin 
tius Pilate, who condemn d cur Saviour, wrote all 
the H iftory of his Miracles and Refurreaion (2s 
Tertullian 1M apoeg. —- 21. and Kufesias in his Ec- 
clefiattical Hittory, lib. 2. cap. 2.) to the Emperor 
Tiberius; Whereupon the Cz ars themfelves had 
worlhippd him, if their Government, in fo 
doing, had been confiftent with the Men of this 
World, and C briitians pei rmitted to have been falu- 
ted Cafars. Suetonws, in the Lite of Claudius, cap. 
25. mentions Chri, as does alfo Tacitus very lichr- 
ingly, inthe fifteenth Book of his Annals; but a 
ereat deal worfe of th ¢ Original of the Fews and 
Mufis, as may be feen by the following C harectors 


given of them in the fifth Book of his Hiftory. 


Tt is conceivd by fome, that the Fews were Ex-

“ upon the Borders of Lybia, abouc the 11 ime whe

© inftead of Zd.ez. Others fay, that the Mob {warm- 
ing throughout Evypt when Jfs rul'd there, thefe 
“ were evacuated into borderi ing Co UNtrics, ha- 
ving ac that time Hierofolymus and ° ‘fudaas com- 
© mand over them. Again, many think them to 
“ have been a People of Erhinpia, ‘whom Kisg Ci- 
crus, betwixt fear and hatred, thought fic to 
“ have removd. Orhers alfo make them to have 
“ been an indigent People of A/jria, who having 
** poffefs’d themfelves of a Part of Egypt, by De- 
grees built Cities, and incroach’d upon “Ire 
rew 
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brew Countries, and Borders of Syria. But, g-

The Yews were very fevere in the Lxecu- 
tion of their Laws; they having (as Go.2)7 {hews 
in his Civil and Ecclefiaftical Rites of the antient 
Hibrews, lib. ¢. cap. 1.) diftinct Courts, confiliing 
of diftin@ Perfons, the one principally for Church- 
Bufineffes, the other for Aifairs in the Common- 
wealth: che one an Ecclefiaftical Confiltory, the

other a Civil Judicacory. The Fensh or Azojase 
Law was receivd from the immediate Hand of 
God, and therefore (as Coke upon Litiletcn, page 
ss, fays of our Municipal or Common Laws) ab- 
hors all Injury and Wrong; but yet they were 
forbid to enter any Friendfhip, Affinity or League, 
with the fix Nations, or to fhew any Mercy to 
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them, but commanded to confume all the People. Deut. 
Vil, 16, Of the Cuties of tiele Peo me which the Lord thy 
God doth give thee for an Inidcritance, thou {halt lave q- 
live nothing that breatheth: But thou {halt utterly detroy 
ibenz, uamily, the Hittites, and the Amorites, the Cy 
naanites, and the Per-szites, tae Tivites, and the Jebus 
jites. Deut. xx. 16,17. Here we think tbe Lezte, 
Rilleth literally; but the Law of Chrijt was pro- 
claim’d wich Peace in his Mouth to Gentiles as well 
as Jews, laying in his Sermon onthe Mount, Love 
your Fnmiesy viefs thea that curfe you, do good to them 
joat bare you, and pray for them that defpitefully ule you, 
and p y[ocute yOu. Mat v. 44. 

So fince we are under the Gofpel, it is not the 
bare Letter of humane Laws thar wife Men {hould 
fiand upon, but the Drift and Intention of the 
Taw . of that we may fay infome Senfe as the Apo- 
{tle did of an higher Law, The Letter killeth, Now 
every reafonable Man knows, that the Intention 
of the Law is to fave and protect the Innocent, to 
punilh only the Guilty: The Judge therefore fhall 
be a Perverter of Law, if, contrary to his Know- 
ledge, he thall follow the Letter againft the In- 
tention, im condemning an Innocenc. But to 
{peak yet plainer, you are to note, that tho’ che 
Law ihew’d the way to Life, yet the Letter cthere- 
Of, in St. Paul's fecond Epiftle to the Corzthians, 19 
{aid to kill, becaufe ic doch not communicate Graces 
to corrupt Man to keep the fame, nor makes any 
Promife co forgive the Sin ro him that trefpaffech, 
but curies every one that abides not in all Things 
which are writ in the Law; convincing us of our 
Tranfereffions, and confequently of our Guilt of 
Death, which is threaten’d to the Tranfegreflions, 
for which Caufe it is glfo call’d, che Miniflery of 
Condemnation.
